MURDER ON THE RIGH SEAS,

Twe of the Crew eof the Stonmship Eria
Hiabbod ts Death in Cold Blood.

News reached Police Headguarters thix
afternoon that the steamship Erin, of the
National line, had experienced s mutiny st
pea, and that in the course of the trouble two
of the orew had been killed.

The steamer loft London June 29 and was
due at this port last Friday. Bhe arrived to-
day after a passage of elghteen days. An
Fyexixe Worwp reporter who boarded the
veanel at the Houston street dock was told by
Capt. Tyson that it was not & mutiny but a
murderous quarrel,

On the oth inst., Capt. Tyson said,
Miachael Kelley, & senman, stabbed and killed
John Ohapman and James Perry in the fore-
castle. The men were sleeping when Kelley
aitacked them. ‘They were in the same
watch ns Kelley and two or three days before
Ohapman and Kelloy had s quarrel which re-
sulted from & sparring mateh,

Keolloy bas the name of a desperate char-
ncter, and is & very large and powerful man,
He was so angry st being worsted by Chap.
man, a clever boxer, that he stabbed lum
near the heart while saleep.

Chapman shrieked when stabbed and
Eelloy ran his dagger into his vietim’s mouth.

Perry was awakenad snd as he attempted
to defend Chapman, Kelley stabbed bhiwm in
the temple, killing him instantly.

Kelley was taken from the stsamer by
polies officers this afternoon. He was
heavily iromed and was conveyed to the
Charles strest station.
